commands and one man, more ven- 
turesome than the rest, succeeded in 
getting so close as to get hold of the 
rifle held by William Nave. 
I saw 


the attempt as soon as it occurred 
and got hold of the rifle and gave 
the man two minutes to let go his 
hold or take the consequence of hav- 
ing his hand cut off by my sword. 
After this the strikers became bolder, 
pushed their line closer and closer 
and made repeated attempts to take 
the rifles from the men, when I de- 
cided the critical time had come for 
me to take a decided stan* or lose 
our rifles. 


After warning 
them again and 
again, I finally turned to my com- 
pa'ny and gave the command, "Load 
at Will, Load" and bringing my men 
to a ready had the desired effect of 
driving them back pell mell, falling 
over each other to get away from the 
expected volley. Men yelled, women 
screamed "He is going to shoot! for 
God's sake don't, Don't!" 


After this they kept at a safe dis- 
tance and no further trouble was 
experienced with them.

N tie fall of 1865 General Sherman 


and the Indian commissioners 
who were to make a treaty with 


,'• 
the Arapahoes and Comanches In 


southwestern Kansas cauu* to Fort 
Zarrah, on the Arkansas river. From 
there they were to go to what was 
'known as Council Springs, a distance 
of sixty-five miles from Zarrah. Be- 


" tween Zarrah and the Springs is a flat, 


level country, but no water Is to be 
had. Consequently there was uo water 
carried save for drinking purposes, 
which was carried in canteens In the 
ambulances, for the general's orders 
were that he would leave Furt Zarrah 
at 2 a. m. so as to get a good start 
"sever this dry country. 


Our chief of scouts and guide* at that 


time was Dick Curtis. The outfit -was 
composed of three ambulances, with 
saddle horses for the general 'and In- 
•dian commissioners, and when the gen 
era! and commissioners were riding in 
the ambulances their ^saddle horses 
were led by orderlies." The general 
fcad ttapee or four staff officers, a com- 
pany of cavalry as an escort and about 
thirty scouts and messengers well 
nooBted. These scouts' and messen- 
gers' daty was that whenever the gen- 


• eral wished to send any quick dis- 


patches becfe to Fort RIley, at that 
time tbe nearest telegraph point, these 
Mea were to carry them. I was at the 
time a young scout employed for this 
purpose. 


It was about 2 o'clock in the after- 


noon, after leaving the fort, that a 
.young officer, one of the general's aids, 
was riding along talking to me and 
asking 'roe about when I thought we 
were .going to «<et to Council Springs, 
•where the Indians were. I told him 
•that If we kept on In the direction we 
•were going we would never get there. 


He asked, "Why not?" ,1 replied that 


•we were not going in the direction of 
•the Sprlags; that we-were hearing to'o 
•far to the west. 


He said: "Why don't you tell the 


general this? He Is up there in the 
ambulance." I told him (the officer) 
that I was not guiding General Sher- 
man; that Mr. Curtis was the guide 
«.nd that I had no right to Interfere 
with him whatever, nolr did I intend 
to do so. This young officer (I have 
"forgotten his name) tumbled to the 
situation, and, galloping ahead, he rode 
, alongside the ambulance and- told the 
general what I had said and explained 
to him my reasons for not mentioning 
•the situation. The general appreciated 
it at once and called a halt, climbed 
•out of the ambulance, sent - for Mr. 
Curtis to come back to him, jind also 
for the scouts to come up, of whom 1 
•was one. He laid out a large map on 
the ground, and when we all got near 
him he said to Mr. Curtis: 
' 


"I wish you would show me on this 


map just where we are." 


Mr. Curtis told him, which was per- 


fectly true, that the maps were all so 
Incorrect that it was Impossible to go 
toy them. 


The general remarked': "Well, then, 


Mr. Curtis, how far are we from the 
•Springs? From the distance we have 
traveled since leaving Zarrah at 2 
o'clock this morning we should be 
very near them." 


Mr. Curtis replied: "General, this is 


a very level country, as you can see. 
There are no landmarks, and there are 
so many thousands of buffaloes all 
•over the prairie that it is pretty hard 
to tell just where we are and how far 
we are from the Springs. ' Further- 
more, I have not been over to the 
Springs for several years, and when 
I last went there I was not acting as 
guide. Consequently I feel that I am 
rather lost myself." 


The general, looking at the other 


scouts, said, "Do ,any of you know 
where the Springs are?" The young 
officer had pointed me out to the gen- 
eral, and he was looking straight at 
me when he asked the question. 


I said, "Yes, general; I know where 


the Springs are." 


"How far are we from them?" asked 


the general. 
I told him about eight- 


een miles. 


HP asked in what direction, and 1 


answered, saying they were due south 
from us now and \ve wr-ro liejuUM 
dead west 
Dick Curtis spoke up and 


said, "Billy, when were you over <nn 
to the Springs?" 


I told him I had been therf on two 


or three different occasions w ith Char- 
lie Rath, the Indian trader, and h;ul 
killed many buffaloes all over this coun- 
try. The general called for bis horse, 
mounted it and said: "Young man, you 
come and show me the Springs. I will 
ride with you. Mr. Curlls, come along 
No disrespect to you, sir. J appre- 
ciate how hard it is for one to find his 
way in a country where there are no 
landmarks, level as the sea and cov- 
ered with buffaloes." 


I headed due south, the general rid- 


ing by my side, and during this rida 
the general asked me many questions- 
how I came to know this country so 
well, etc. 1 told him that my father 
had been killed In the border ruffian 
war of bleeding Kansas and that since 
his death I had grown up on the plains 
witlT the freighters, trappers, buffalo 
hunters, Indian traders and others 
and I was quite familiar with nil the 
country lying between the Missouri 
river and the Rocky mountains. We 


rode on in this way until, approaching 
a little rise ia the prairie, 1 said," "Gen- 
eral, when you get to that small ridge 
up there you will look down Into a 
low depression of ..the prairie and see 
Council Springs and the Indians." The 
Springs rise in this vast plain, and 
they run for only about four or five 
miles, 
when it 
becomes a 
small 


stream of water sinking into the sand. 
When we gained this ridge, there be- 
fore the general's eyes were hundreds 
and hundreds of horses and a large 
Indian village.

I said: "There you are. general. 


j There 
are 
your 
Indians, 
camped 


"•General Sherman, ruling by my side. 


asked me many questions." 


around the Springs." He patted me 
on the back in a fatherly way and said, 
"My boy, I am going to know you bet- 
ter." 


The general and the peace commis- 


sioners counseled here for three days 
and in the evening of the third day an 
orderly came to me and told me the 
general wished me to report to him a1 
his tent The general kindly Invited 
me in and said: "Billy, I want to go 
from here now to Fort Kearny, on the 
Platte river, in Nebraska. How far Is 
it?" I told him the way that he would 
have to go to have good camping places 
and that it would be about 300 miles. 
He asked, "Can you guide me there?'' 
I told him I could, and he said: "All 
right. We will start tomorrow for 
Fort Zarrah and from there to Fort 
Riley, and from Fort RIley I want you 
to guide me to Fort Kearny." Which I 
did, and on arriving at Fort Kearny 
the general complimented me and said: 
"From here I am going to Fort Leav- 
enworth. I wish you to guide me 
there." I told him that would be easy, 
for there was a big wagon road from 
Kearny to Fort'Leavenworth. He said: 
"That is all right It will make it 
easier for you. You have guided me 
safely for over SCO miles where there 
were no wagon roads, and I am not 
afraid to trust myself with you on a 
big wagon road." On arriving nt Leav- 
enworth I parted with the general 
and he said General Sheridan was com- 
ing out to take command In a shor* 
time and that he would tell him of mp 
This was the last time I saw the dpai 
old general for several years. He was 
one of the loveliest men I have ever 
had the pleasure of knowing

Thp only chnnco I h;id for my life 


was to mnko a i-un for it. and I imme- 
diately whi-j'ljrl and started back to-

Brlicham scomc-d 


to understand what was up. and 
IIP 


struck out as if he comprehended that 
it was to bo -\ run for life 
He crossed 


a ravine in a few jumps, and on 
reaching a bridge beyond I drew roin. 
looked back and saw the Indians coin- 
ing for me at full speed and evidently 
well mounted. I would have had little 
or no fear of being overtaken if Brig- 
ham bad been fresh. But as he was 
not I felt uncertain as to bow he 
would stand a long chase. 


My pursuers seemed to be gaining 


on me n little, and I let Brigham 
shoot ahead again. When we had run 
about three miles farther some eight 
or nine of the Indians were not over 
200 yards behind, and five or six of 
these seemed to be shortening the gap 
Jit every jump. Brigham now exerted 
himself more than ever, and for the 
next three or four miles he got right 
down to business and did some of the 
prettiest running I ever saw. But the 
Indians were about as well' mounted 


fts 1 was, and one of their horses In 
particular, 
a spotted • animal, 
waa 


gaining <n: me all the time. 
Nearly 


all the other horses were strung out 
behind for a distance of two miles, 
but still chasing after me. 


The Indian who was riding the spot- 


ted horse was armed with a rifle and 
would occasionally send a bullet whis- 
tling along, sometimes striking the 
ground ahe.-d of me. I saw that this 
fellow must be checked or a stray bul- 
let from his gun might .hit me or my 
horse, so, suddenly stopfJlns Brigham 
and quickly wheeling him around. I 
raised old "Lucretla" to my shoulder, 
took deliberate aim at the Indian and 
his horse, hoping to hit one or the 
ibther. "and fired. He was not over 
eighty yards" from me at this time, 
and at the crack of my rifle down 
went his horse. 
Not waiting to see 


if he recovered. I turned Brigham, 
and in a moment we were agpin fair- 
ly flying toward our destination. We 
had urgent business about that time 
and were in a hurry to get there. 


The other Indians had gained on us 


while I was engaged in shooting at 
their leader, and they sent several 
shots whizzing past me, but fortunate- 
ly none of them hit the intended mark. 
To return their compliment I occasion- 
ally wheeled myself in the saddle and 
fired back at them, and one of my 
shots broke the. leg of one of their 
horses, which left its rider hors(e) de 
combat, as the French would say. 


Only seven or eight Indians now re- 


mained in dangerous proximity to me, 
and as their horses were beginning to 
lag somewhat I checked my faithful 
old steed a tittle to allow him an op- 
portunity to draw an extra breath or 
two. 
I had determined, If It ehould 


come to the worst, to drop into a buf- 
falo wallow, where I could stand the 
Indians off for awhile, but I was not 
compelled.to do this, as Brigham car- 
ried me through moat nobly. ^ 


The chase was kept up until we 


came within three miles of the end 
ef the railroad track, where two c«m- 
panies of soldiers were stationed for 
the .purpose of protecting the work- 
mea from the Indians. One of the 
outpoets saw the Indian* chasing me 
across the prairie and gave the alarms 
Im a few minutes I saw, greatly to my 
delight, men coming on foot, and cav- 
alrymen, too, galloping to our rescue 
as SOOH as they could mount their 
horses." When the Indians saw this 
they turned and ran ia the direction 
from which they had come. In a very 
few minutes I was met by some of 
the infantrymen and trackmen, and, 
jumping to the ground and pulling the 
blanket and saddle off Brigham, I told 
them what he had done for me. They 
at once took him in charge, led him 
around and rubbed him down so vigor- 
ously that I thought they would rub 
him to death. 


Captain Nolan of the Tenth cavalry 


now came up with forty of his men, 
and upon learning what had happened 
he determined to pursue the Indians. 
He kindly offered me one of his cav- 
alry horses, and after putting my own 
saddle and bridle on the animal we 
started out after., the flying Indians, 
who only a few minutes before had 
•been making it so uncomfortably live- 
ly for me. Our horses were all fresh 
and of excellent stock, and we soon 
began shortening the distance between 
ourselves and the redskins. Before 
they had gone five miles we overtook 
amd killed eight of their number. The

Something for Farmers to Consider, 


That the Best Results May 


Be Obtained. 


For the ten years ending in 1905 


the average yield per acre for corn 
land, as reported by the United States 
Department of Agriculture, was as 
follows: 
Maine, 
35.13 
bushels; 


Pennsylvania, 34.52 bushels; Illinois, 
34.46 bushels; Iowa, 32.44 bushels. 
These compiled statistics would seem 
to explode the theory that soil and 
climatic conditions are unfavorable to 
high corn yields here. Maine, with a 
much shorter season, outyields Penn- 
sylvania, which in turn outyields the 
two great states of the West. 


To get closer to the question. One 


farmer, with equally good soil, raises 
50 bushels of ears; his neighbor rais- 
es 90. Of course some of this differ- 
ence may be accounted for by the 
methods of farming but, in a broad, 
general sense, this wide difference is 
all in the seed.

attention to the difference in yield of 
larger eared corn as compared with 
smaller, that is, of corn with a larger 
circumference of ear. 
An. easier way 


to get at the question, in selecting 
seed corn, is the comparative weight 
of the seed ears.

ed, rows 4 feet and corn 1 foot apart 


in a ton.^ With phosphoric acid and 
potash we experiment on our land to 
find out which part or element is 
needed.

I have before me at this time three 


ears of different kinds, but all of 
equal length, of good form, and well 
dried. The smallest is 6% inches in 
circumference, the largest and heav- 
est 7% inches. 
Their weight is as 


follows: 
Smallest 12.5 oz., medium 


13 oz., largest 17 oz. 
There is a 


maximum field difference of 43.7 
bushels of 70 pounds per acre. Prac- 
tically they represent, in addition, a 
high-grade 
feeding corn, showing 


breeding in every line, as against a 
corn that faulted badly in the field 
and yielded only 45 bushels of ears 
per acre of inferior corn on good corn 
ground, while the better corn is from 
stock with a pedigreed record of 
119.8 bushels of shelled corn per 
acre. This latter corn has been tried 
out here and is a safe corn to plant; 
so are a number of other strains that 
have been bred carefully for years. 


But, 
about that neighbor whose 


yield is so much better than yours. 
If you do not want to start a brand 
new strain of pure-bred corn, why 
not get some seed from the neighbor 
and test it out? Or, maybe there is 
someone further off who has a corn 
that has been making records. Why 
not get some of his corn? But do not 
forget to weigh the ears. And if the 
difference in feeding value, weight, 
etc., 
is in favor of the neighbor's 


corn, be thankful that you have such 
a neighbor, get some of his seed, test 
it, and then plant it. 
It would be 


much better to start pure-bred corn 
and cut the cross-breds out—they 
are a bad lot, and there are few 
fields that show on the face an un- 
disturbed parentage. 


Suppose the new corn costs you 


$2.50 a bushel. That means that the 
e.xtra cost for eight acres of corn 
planted is about 22 cents per acre. 
An increase of less than a bushel oi 
ears will more than pay back this 
cost and leave you supplied with a 
better strain of corn for years to 
come. 
The one thing on the farm 


that must not be subjected to the 
rigid rule of economy is seed. 
Bet- 


ter seed means better crops; scrub 
seed means trouble, disappointment, 


and 
spoke on 
"The 
Cow, Some 
Things Worth Knowing." The secret 
of success with the cow and fat cat- 
tle is to get the best stock one can 
and then you can procure the highest 
price. 
He recommended the Bab- 
cock test and an account to be kept 
of all feed and care of cow. He ex- 
plained the difference between a 
dairy cow and a general purpose 
cow, which amounts to $55 per year 
in favor of the former. The best are 
the cheapest, regardless of price, 
care and shelter and are the most es- 
sential to success and sanitary condi- 
tion. 


Dr. J. H. Funk introduced the San 
Jose Scale, giving examples of oyster 
shell louse; it may become active and 
should be treated by good Bordeau 
mixture. 'The San Jose Scale is en- 
tirely different from any other, some 
are larger and more destructive. 
It 
is most destructive from June to Oc- 
tober. 
It is not the sap they suck 
but the poison they inject that causes 
the decrease in the circulation of the 
sap and therefore causes the limb or 
tree to die. 
He said, "If we have 


the scale can we exterminate it? Yes 
and no. 
The scale was on my ap- 


ple trees to such an extent that I 
could take my thumb nail and plow 
a furrow through them and the 
wood was all red. 
I sprayed them 
twice within ten days and soon the 
trees made a new growth and have 
not been bothered since to any ex- 
tent." 
- He recommended lime and sulphur 
for spraying. 
Oils are very injurious 
to trees, but the lime and sulphur so- 
lution are very healthful, destroying 
all fungus nits and lice. 
Lime and 
sulphur will not kill the scale but 
the chemical action, by boiling to a 
proper consistency and color (which 
should be an oiive green), produces 
the desired result. 
It should be ap- 
plied hot, spring and fall. The time 
to spray for the codling moth is after 
tne blossom falls.
